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“Of the making of many opinion 
polls,” Solomon might have said if 


“he had lived a couple of thousand

Virgil Dreamed Of 


Sugar From Trees

That a sweet would ‘en- 
erge from forest trees was part of 
Virgil's dream of the Golden Age. 
At that time (around 40 B.C.) 
haney of wild bees was the chief 
means of sweetening.and was pro- 
bably the first sugar: food used by 
men. "The care and cultivation of 
beés for their honey has — been 
known at. least for three thousand 
years, Wjth the ancients it was 
almost their sole source of sugar... . 

The first historic mention of sugar 
is found in China in the eighth cen- 
tury B.C., where it is spoken of as 
a product of India. The suyar cane 
was native’in Bengal and cultivated 
there. After the fifth century B.C. 
it was introduced to the Euphrates 
valley and to Cltina. Fellow travel- 
lers of Alexander the Great who 
invaded India in the fourth century 
B.C. in search of glory and loot, 
brought back tales of a reed that 
produced honey without the aid of 
bees. “Hovey cane” it was called 
originally, and Herodotus spoke of 
sugar as “manufactured honey” .. 
The Greeks and Romans called it

6:20) is mentioned a~ “sweet cane 
from a far country.” 
Crystallized sugar was? in evid- 
ence about 1,300 years after the 
first - historical mention of sugar. 


The Arabs and Egyptians were the 
pioneers in crystallizing. In India 
at the end of the thirteent), century 
we first. hear of evaporating the 
cane juice, dissolving the residue 
in water, and clarifying this solu- 
tion with milk. They then solidified 
their sugar jnto cakes or erystal- 
lized at into candy, W. W. Sweats, 
in tracing the history of sugar, says: 
“Tt long continued to be regarded 
asa rare and costly spice and it 
remained so up to the time of the 
discovery of America at the end of 
the fifteenth century. 

In the oldest books on irboreal 
lore, - siaples mentioned as 
rarities in Europe, and 
no reference to their sugar-yielding 
sap.

you complete a hooked rug, you 
have a fine durable floor covering 
that your friends. will admire and 
your family will treasure.

Not the smallest consideration is 
the Saving in money. For a com- 
paritively smal] outlay, you can cre- 
ate a rug valued at several hun- 
dred dollars, One of. the most pro- 
ductive workers I know deplores 
the hours she wasted piecing jig- 
saw puzzles together, before she 
knew there was so profitable and 
facinating a handicraft as hooking. 
Hooking isn’t entirely a feminine 
is one form of 
needlecraft that a man can work at 
without being regarded as a “sissy.” 
This may be due in part to the fact 
that fishermen on the islands off 
the Atlantic seacoast spend the long 
winter months hooking rugs. There 
is good authority to support the

Method: Break eggs in bowl, beat 
and add sugar, cream and vanilla.

They Really Ate 
In Mrs. Beeton’s Day 


No woman's name is better 
known in English cookery than 
that'of Mrs. Isabella Beeton, Who, 
as a young matron in her late 


twenties, published in 1861 in Lon- 
don, her famous Book cf House- 
hold, Management.- Edition has 
succeeded edition in revised form, 
as modes, manners and eating hab- 
its have altered; but this delightful 
cook « book and encyclopedia — of 
household wisdom still reflects the 
core of Mrs. Beeton’s. personality, 
surviving wars and. social changes. 
Mrs. Beeton is an immortal and her 
book a classic, by Mr. Eliot’s or any 
other definition. The reprints con- 
tinue. Only recently, a full-length 
biography of her appeared, written 
by her granddaughter. 

Mrs, Beeton has included every- 
ser- 
vants to ten ways of cooking pota- 


toes (without boiling them) and 
the proper way to prepare orto- 
lans. Shé lists more than a hun- 


dred soups from ox - head soup — 
No. 4 in the appendix — “another 
good and economical soup (excel- 
lent for giving to the poor)” to 
bouillabaisse. , 

In those ample times her “Bill 
of Fare for a Picnic of 40 Persons” 
had a Javishness reminiscent of Mr. 
Pickavick. It included: 

“A> joint of cold roast beef, a 
joint of cold boiled beef, 2 ribs of 
lamb, 2 shoulders of lamb, 4 roast 
fowls, 2 roast ducks, 1 ham, 1 tonr-

| Blast Open Aircraft 


To Rescue Victims 


When a plane crashes and bursts 
into flames, rescue workers must 
work fast if they are to get any- 
one out alive. It is especially diffi- 
cult to reach the passengers or crew 
because of the way the fuselage 
is constructed. Explosives solve 
this problem in Britain. A _ line- 


charge, looped into a rectangle and * 


shaped to give a “punch” in the 
right direction, blows a hole in the 
side of the plane, so that the pas- 
sengers «i crew can scramble out. 
The charges can also be used to cut 
away. burning parts of the aircraft 
from/the rest and so prevent the 
fire from spreading. 

Line-charges are made in the 
form of a tube or cord, the exples- 
ive in the core like the wire in 
an ¢lectric cable. The cord is held 
against the burning plane’s side by 
a framework on the end of a-long 
arm and is fired from a distance. 

The line-charge can also be stuck 
to a structure by an adhesive.on the 
cord itself or by tabs. This method 
could be used on a crashed aircraft 
which was not burning or to sep- 
arate blazing parts from the rest, 
which can then be dragged away. 

Unless-a passenger were leaning 
against the panel blown open, it 
is very unlikely that he would be 
injured. Even if he were, his in- 
juries would not. be serious. 

The idea of the shaped line-charge 


“was developed after a war-time sur-

The Mystery of The 


Missing Continent 


An increasing number of scien- 
tists believe that the origin of civil- 
ization was not in the Jewish Gar- 
den of Eden, but in Atlantis, the 
continent which, according to the 
Greek philosopher Plato, stretched 
from the coast of Europe to the 
coast of America, and which was 
totally destroyed by earthquake and 
flood @leven thousand years ago. 

Plato lived some centuries before 
Christ when the continent of 
America was. undiscovered, and his 
story that beyond the Pillars of 
Hercules — Gibraltar — there had 
once existed a mighty land and 
nation, was discounted by the wise 
men of the day as nonsense bécause 
everyone knew that the Pillars of 
Hercules marked the farthest end 
of the earth. 

Finding Proof 

Plato journeyed to Egypt to find 
proof. He found that not only did 
the Egyptians believe they - had 
Sprung from a race of white people 
who lived in a land of golden tem- 
ples far away in the West, but he 
was shown solid gold statuettes of 
great antiquity which, said the 
Egyptian priests, had been washed 
up by the sea after a great flood 
had destroyed the entire country 

Plato was convinced, but every- 
one else faughed at him, and after 
he died the whole story avas put 
down to imagination, and for almost 
two thousand years the story was 
forgotten, until America was. dis- 
covered and the Spaniards tried to 


bring Eastern civilisation to the 
natives 
Among the missionaries who 


penetrated deep into the interior 
and befriended the Incas, Aztecs 
and other Indian peoples was Diego 
da Landa, who was later created 
the first Bishop of Yucatan. 

He was a learned man who had 
studied the ancient languages of the 
Old World and the history of the 
Phoenicians. He knew, for instance, 
that all the languages of the Old 
World had originally sprung from 
the Phoenician alphabet, in which 
letters were represented by pictures. 

He was the most aniazed man in 
the world when he found ancient 
monuments in the heart of America 
on which were tablets inscribed in 
the Phoenician picture language 

There could be no shadow of 
doubt about it, for many of the let- 
ters were identical while others had 
obviously had the same root source 
and had altered slightly during the 
passing of time. : 

As one instance of this, Da Landa 
found that the letter B-was repre- 
sented by a picture of a human 
foot. 

At the other side of the world, 
five thousand years earlier, the 
Phoenicians drew a human foot to 
represent the same letter. 

His discoveries proved that not 
only must there have been a bridge 
of land between America and 
Egypt, but that the peoples on both” 
sides must have had a common 
origin. 

He found that not only.did the 
Mayas—the parent civilization of 
the Aztecs and Incas—worship ‘the 
sun just as did the Egyptians, but 
that they both called it the same 
name. Cieet 

Pyramids in Peru 

The Sun God of the Egyptians 
was Ra, while the same god in 
America was called Ra-mi. He 
found that the Mayas had mummi- 
fied their dead just as the Ancient 
Egyptians had; and he saw pyra- 
mids in Peru identical in shape with 
those in Egypt. 

He came across villages which 
had obviously once been cities. The

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names of them were Colima, Colua 
and Zuivan, and this was the final 
fact which convinced him, For in 
ancient ‘Armenia, across five thou- 
sand miles of ocean, there had been 
towns called Cholima, Colua and 
Zuivana 

Da Landa was publicly ridiculed 
and Rome warned him of, the 
heresy of discounting. the story of 
the Garden of Eden and replacing 
it with the Plato theory of Atlantis. 


But after his death, one or two 
scientists continued his work and 
ever since then more and more 
evidence has been brought to light. 

The ancient belief of the Egypt- 
jans that their nation was founded 
by a fair-haired, blue-eyed god who 
came up out of the sea and, when 
he had done his work, returned to 
his own country in the West, is 
balanced by the ancient belief of 
the Incas and Aztecs of a fair-hair- 
ed, blue-eyed god who came up out 
of the sea and founded their nation 
and then went back to his home—in 
the East ; 

Unfortunately all this is circum- 
stantial evidence. There is not a 
single jot of concrete proof that 
Atlantis did exist Future archaeo- 
logical excavations in Central Amer 
ica may one day bring that concrete 
proof to light, and when that hap- 
pens our history books will have 
to be rewritten. 


Your Heart’s Been 
Stopped for Years 


If you live until you are seventy 
your heart will have. stopped beat- 
ing for 21 years! 

This is no fairy tale, but a fact 
that has been known to doctors 
ever since Harvey first propounded 
his theory of the circulation of the 
blood. 

In a normal adult person the heart 
beats at the rate of 70-72 times a 
minute, or once in each 0.8 
seconds. This means that it beats 
104,000 times a day. 

Between beats it rests for about 
0.2 of a second which, if worked 
out, comes to roughly 21 years of 
inactivity. 

A rest of@21 years in seventy 
would indicate that it is the laziest 
organ in the human body. This is 
not the case, Your heart does any- 
thing but idle. 

Every minute it beats it pumps 
five to six pints of blood through 
each right and left ventricle, and so 
throughout the whole body. This 
works out at roughly 50,000,000 gal- 
lons in a lifetime: 3 

That is when the body is com- 
pletely at rest. In the case of an 
athlete or people employed at heavy 
work it may be called upon to de- 
liver blood to the body at the rate 
of 15 to 16 gallons g minute.

Lovely Spring Water 


There is life and action in a bub- 
bling spring. There is mystery, such 
as only small boys know, in the 
welling up of its transparent waters, 
visible and yet invisible, pouring 
out always; but, like the widow’s 
cruse, never emptied. Springs are 
life-giving; and above all, they are 
free, earth's open-handed bounty. 

The spring I best remember is 
high up on the side of Buck Moun:

THEY GET PAID FOR 
GOING TO THE DOGS 


The authorities of the Northern 
Teritory of Australia have just paid 
P. H. Allen and D. Blyth $30,000 
apiece for going to the dogs. They 
are professional dingo (wild dog) 
destroyers, and their average bag 
is 50-100 a week. They are paid a 
basic wage of $40 a week, ten dol- 
lars camping allowance, and $5 for 
each skin they bring in, for no 
claims are allowed unless some part 
of the animal is produced. 

For them the job is not difficult, 
but for the average city dweller 
it would be impossible. Dingoes 
worry sheep and cattle, and each 
year kill or maim tens of thousands. 
They are extremely cunning, and if 
they know that a hunter is on their 
trail they evade him. 

But these two men have been 
schooled in every trick the dingo 
can produce. As the dingoes roam 
over a wide area, traps and gins are 
useless, and the only way to exter- 
minate them is by tracking them 
down and shooting—often at night 
when the animals are moving fast.

He has figures to prove ‘this 
once-a-day plan isn’t hurting milk 
production in the least. After the 
first year, his herd’s butterfat aver- 
age jumped 27 pounds. The next 
year the average had increased 35 
pounds—making a total gain of 62 
pounds in two, years. Of course, 
other Yactors probably contributed 
to that increase, too, but to him 
it is proof that once-a-day feeding 
doesn’t harm production. 

Operating a 240-acre farm with 
the help of a brother, the young 
man milks from 13 to 20 cows 
daily. -His feeding is done in. the 
morning ‘after> milking is finished. 

* * . 

“We feed the day's ration of corn 
silage and grain before we go in 
for breakfast,” he explains. “Each 
cow gets between 40 and 50 pounds 
of silage. After breakfast, we let 
the cows go. outside, providing 
the weather isn't too-severe. This 
gives us a chance to bed the caws 
down and put the day’s supply of 
hay (chopped brome-alfalfa-Ladi- 
no) in front of the stanchions. That 
completes the day’s feeding pro- 
gram with the exception of sweep- 
ing up the leftover, hay in the 
morning and giving it to the 
horses.” 

He figures he saves ‘an extra trip 


into the silo, haymow, and feed, 


room each day. This results in a 
daily saving of between 30 and 60 
minutes. 

& * 7 

Over in Minnesota, another 
young dairyman has been thor- 
oughly sold on the advantages of 
once-a-day feeding. He is Ralph 
Englestad, who finds the plan 
affords him more leisure, keeps his 
hired man happier, and tends to 
equalize both morning and ¢ve- 
ning milk yields. 

* * * 

“There are several advantages 
to feeding just once a day,” Ralph 
points out. “Of course, labor-saving 
is the main item, but I’ve found 
that my cows are more contented, 
are easier to keep clean, and yield 
just as much milk as they would 
under twice-a-day feeding.” 

* * e 

Right after Ralph ahd his hired 
man have finished milking the 
string of 13 cows, they feed grass 
silage—about 20 pounds per ani- 
mal. This silage is made of an 
alfalfa-bromegrass mixture which 
Ralph put up because he was 
“long” on hay this past year on 
his 180-acre farm. After feeding 
the silage, he and the hired man 
go in for breakfast. 

a * * 

When the two men return to the 
barn, the cattle are turned out for 
a short period, and ground oats, 
corn, soybean meal, and linseed 
meal are put on what's left of the 
silage.. By that time the cows are 
anxious to get back into the barn 
for the grain. The silage-grain 
mixture is cleaned up in a hurry 
and a 10 o'clock feeding of hay 
—clover,, timothy, and alsike—is 
given to them. 

* * * 

It seems that the once-a-day plan 
was first started by a big. feed 
manufacturing firm which started 
experimental work some six of 
seven years ago in its own herd. 
Only a few cows were tried as 
“guinea pigs,” since the director 
was uncertain as to results, The 
balance of the herd continued to 
be fed twice daily as it had ia 
the past. Both groups of cows were 
closely checked during the trial, 
period, and it soon became appar- 
ent the cows being fed only once 
daily were holding up just as well 
as the cows fed twice dally, 

* * * 

Care was taken, of course, to 
make certain each cow was fed 
according to her individual require

In that way each cow re- 
ceived-a ration that provided her 
with the nutrients needed for main- 
tenance, milk flow, and calving.

Because of the success which 
greeted the experimental work on 
a few cows, all the station's herd 
was shifted over to this feeding 
program, However, the plan of 
feeding is sothewhat different from 
that used by various farmers, al- 
though the results probably are 
about the same,

The feed firm's’ herd is milked 
at 4 o'clock in the morning and 
again at 4 o'clock in the afterrioon. 
At 10 am. the cows are waiting 
in their stalls, after their morning 
exercise period, for their daily feed- 
ing: of. silage. 

* * * 

Then the grain-concentrate mix- 
ture is put on top of the silage, 
The cows clean this up in a hurry 
in some cases,in other cases, indi- 
vidual cows may take up to three 
hours to slick up all their feed. 

» * 7 

A Dig supply of hay is put in 
the manger. This gives-each cow a 
chance to eat all the hay she wants 
until the following forenoon feed- 


- ing, at which time about a pound 


of the hay is left in each manger 
as evidence that the cow has had 
all the hay she wanted. This left- 
over hay” is removed and fed to 
young stock, 

- * 

But regardless vf how the feed 
is fed—whether in the morning or 
afternoon — the experiences of 
dairymen are proving this plan 
works. It not only saves time but 
also helps to make dairying a less 
arduous form of farming. As more 
and more farmers learn about its 
advantages, they're switching over 
to it.
